on the address and it took nearly two hours for him to deliver it. Today j 
it is forgotten. 
Hardly two weeks before the occasion it was suggested th a t P resid en t! 
Lincoln be also asked to speak. He arrived, heavy in heart and burdened 
with the responsibilities th a t a devastating w ar had brought about. 
He 
ftepped to the platform with a small piece of paper in his hand from which 
he read less than 300 words. A photographer rushed up to take a photo- 
giaph of him —but before he could get his cam era set. the im mortal words 
of th at brief speech were over. Tile President turned and sat down.

said later th at he thought he had failed.

Highways Last 
Longer A fter 
Rest at Night 


By Howard W. Blakeslee 
(Associated Press Science Editor) 
Ith aca, N. Y. (A P )—T h a t concrete 
highw ays can rest and regain their 
stren g th w hen traffic is light is 
dem onstrated in tests a t Cornell 
university. 
In these tests, square bars of con­ 
crete th e thickness of pavem ent and 
several feet long are subjected to 
poundings like those from heavy 
traffic until they break. T his reveals 
th e practical stre n g th of various 
m ixtures and thicknesses. 
Highway concrete is slightly elas­ 
tic. 
It bends and stretch es a bit 
under the w eight of each passing 
vehicle. 
T hese traffic flexions in 
th e concrete are reproduced in the 
Cornell laboratory. 
Heavy Traffic H ardest 
If each stress Is not m ore th an 
h alf of th e force necessary to break 
the bar, the concrete will stan d six 
to seven m illion stresses before It 
breaks. 
B ut if th e individual stresses reach 
tw o-thirds or th ree -q u a rters of the 
concrete’s breaking stren g th , the 
m aterial will sta n d only 200,000 to 
300,000 of them . 
T he ability of th e concrete to 
"rest” is show n by In terru p tin g the 
stress m achine from tim e to time. 
Som e initial stresses, lf continued 
long enough, will cause a drop of 
about 40 per cen t in th e concrete’s 
tensile stren g th . 
T h a t is, a w eight 
40 per cent less th a n required a t 
first would break th e concrete. 
Value of R est D em onstrated 
B u t if th e stress is stopped for 
aw hile and th e concrete given a 


com plete rest from pressure, i t re ­ 
covers its original tensile stren g th . 
No such recovery occurs, how ­ 
ever, if th e concrete h as been over­ 
strained. 
T h a t is. overloading It 
too m uch beyond th e 40 per cent 
lim it leaves th e concrete p erm a­ 
nently w eakened.
